T= railway accident season of 1876 has set in with usual severity, 
ty but seeing that the companies are so impartial in their treat- 
ment of men and women, smashing them in all parts of the country, we 
might expect a like virtue in a Government inspector.

It does 
not matter much to the persons killed, that is one thing; but Captain 
Tyler and the companies might arrange their doleful business a little 
more logically. We believe that by taking pains the companies might 
manage to announce their accidents twenty-four hours beforehand ; but 
we forget that in that case there would be no accidents, and Captain 
Tyler’ would have to seek some other employment.

“Wy PNY more for the Isle of Mati,” shouted the porter at Victoria Station, 


4, last Saturday morning, as a small crowd of us struggled to get at 
the booking-office window. “ Yes, one,” I replied; and the man of 
corluroy kindly bit roughly pushed me to the front, and I caught the 
train as it was moving out of the station. We had not reached Ordsall 
Lane before I fond that I was fh the company of tourists. No sooner 
had we left the station than the holiday spirit broke out in the shape of 
slippers, smoking-caps, streamers, brandy-flasks, and other little traits 
Which denote the genuine British tourist. But the roll of the waves tones 
down many eccentricities ; and we were still in the Mersey when I saw 
iny railway companions trailing their streamers in the dirt, utterly in- 
different to surroundings or appearances—regardless of everything, save 
the efforts. of other unfortunates, or friends of other unfortunates, to steal 
from them the magnified spittoons which for the time obtained all their 
attention. For those who are not subject to the cheerful mal dumer, or 
vho had not yet succumbed to it, the deck of the Tynwald was charming. 
The sun was shining gloriously; the sky was unclonded ; and if the breeze 
threatened to put to the test some of us who were boasting of our sea- 
going qualities, it was at all events enjoyable for the present; and so for 
an hour or two we crowded the deck bravely. But when the waves began 
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to break over the bow some of us began to feel strange twinges, and one 


after another the coveted camp-stools became vacant as pale-faced tottering 


forms staggered towards the cabin-berths, or collapsed in out-of-the-way 
corners; and presently we numbered on deck about two dozen all told. 
Happily, however, sea-sickness does not last for ever, and in spite of, the 


rolling and pitching we were again a merry company before reaching 


Douglas—singing, drinking, reading, smoking, card-playing, larking, and 
speechmaking—the latter more especially, for several gentlemen who had 


been for some time in constant attendance at the deck-bar demonstrated 


the intimate connection between beer and politics, and entertained us 
with a spirited debate on the Eastermand other prominent questions, the 
saloon passengers feelingly taking the Tory view, and the steerage voyageurs 
representing the Liberals. The speeches, however, were more vigorous 
than logical, and if the Tories got the worst of the discussion it was not 
primarily because their case was a bad one, but because they were the 
drunker; if they were less logical than their opponents it was simply 
because they had had-more beer. Both parties were, however, satisfied 
in the end; and when we steamed into Douglas harbour they were 
fraternising most cordially, and standing drinks to each other with a 
recklessness which threatened to bring some of them home before they 
had intended to return. 
I started with the determination to return by the early boat on Monday

morning, and no amount of reckless expenditure could shorten my visit,

And this I found was the plan of not a few of the passengers— 
namely, to return in time for business on Monday. A more enjoyable 
trip probably could not be compressed into the time, The return boat 
leaves Douglas at one o’clock on Monday morning, and lands you in 
Liverpool before eight o’clock, improved in mind and body, and the moro 
delighted with your little holiday that it is a very cheap one. 


After tea on Saturday night there is plenty of time for a stroll through 


the narrow crowded streets of the quaint, irregular town, and along the 


beach ; and on Sunday morning you awake from a sound sleep, with the 
appetite of a hungry lion—at least, I did. After breakfast and the sands, 
you go to church or chapel—tliat is to say you ought to go to church or 
chapel, if for no better reason then for this—that churches and chapels 
are provided for visitors, and visitors otight to contribute materially to 
their support.

THE Chamber of Commerce is the most unpopular body in Manchester. 
-4) The Jackdaw is noted for its hardihood, still we should not venture 
to make this assertion unsupported. Our anthority is the President of 
the Chamber, who roundly made the announcement as a matter of fact. 
It is true that some members of the Chamber, who do not accept in 
faith as we do all that is spoken ex-cathedra, were guilty of the rudeness 
of flatly contradicting the Chairman on the spot, saying ‘No, no” 
very boldly. But Mr. Edmund Ashworth was able at once to confute 
them in a manner which no commercial-man with any pretence to qualify 
as a member of the Chamber could hope to gainsay. The Chamber

doesn't pay—or, rather, its supporters don’t pay—or, more correctly 

peaking, those who ought to be its supporters are not its supporters, and 
don't pay. In other words, the manufacturers and merchants who go 
occasionally to Mr. Thomas Browning for council and advice as to the 
management of their own business ‘‘ begrudge ” the annual guinea which 
entitles them to obtain this privilege as members, instead of begging for 
it gratuitously as paupers of knowledge. A premium on inquiries made 
by non-members, to be regulated by the amount of satisfaction given by 
the Secretary's answers, might meet the difficulty.

Have we not the United Kingdom 
Allianee and the Presbytery of Manchester? Surely Dr. Pankhurst and 
the Republicans have not agitated for nothing.
